the stomach pump, mentioned by Dr. Arnoft, in the 
| fifth edstion of his workon the Elements of Physics, 
,should be extensively known: * As the above pump 
may notalways be procurable when the occasion for 
it arises, the profession should be aware that in many 
cases, a simple tube will answer the purpose as well, if 
not better. Such a tube being imtroduced, and the 
bouy of the patient being so placed that the tube forms 
-adownward channel from the stomach, all the fluid 
matter will escape from the stomach by the tubs, as 
water escapes from a funnel by its pipe; and, if the 
outer end of the tube be kept iinmersed in liquid, there 
will be during the discharge a syphon action of con- 
siderable force. On then changing the posture of the 
body, water may be poured in through the tube to 
wash the stomach, and may, by the same channel, be 
again discharged. Such atube, made long enough, 
might, ifdesircd, be rendered a complete bent syphon, 
the necessary preliminary suction being produeecd by 
a syringe, or by an assistant, who acts through an in- 
terposed vesse, But there is still an easier mode than 
either of these now deseribed, of discharging poison 
from a torpid stomach, viz. merely to place the patient 
so that the mouth may be considerably lower than the 
stomach—as when the body lies acrossa chair or a 
sofa, with the fuce near the floor—and then, if neces. 
sary, to press on the stomach with the hand. The 
cardate orifice opens readily, in such a case, and the 
stomach is einptied like any other inverted vesscl.”

EXTEMPORANEOUS PREACHING. 
Dr. Beecher, one of the most pungent and power- 
ful preachers of the denomination to which he be- 
longs, and perhaps of the age in which he lives, has 
been much in the habit we believe, of delivering his 
discourses with nothing before him but the mere out- 
‘lines.

that you may write well. With respect to delivery, 
' while it should be natural, correctand animated, the 
summary rule embracing all others, is this: ‘ let the 
soul be filled with holy emotion, with love to Christ 
land the souls of men.’ With such delivery, muis- 
| takes or inaccuracies will be seen only as motes in 
the sunbeam, and without this warm-hearted de- 
livery of a soul burning with love, you make an Ad-
